THE WEATHER. 

Temperatnre, rainfall and sunBhine, together with the character of the soil and the 
f Bfttnre of the tillage, are the chief factors in determining the qaality of crops. Seaaonable 

temperature and timely falle of rain or snow tend to develop a generoaa and Trell 
[ matured crop, while froeta which come too early or too late, or alternate thawing and 
l^treeziajir in winter, a great drouth during the growing period, or a too frequent or too pro- 
t longed rainfall, may mean the failure of a crop. Sunshine aUo plays an important point 

in the proper maturing of grain and fruit. The following weather tables, therefore, are 
I full of interesting Buggestton to those who may study them.

The rainfall for the Province in the five months was nnDSually htavy, hfliBg 9.62 
inches, compared with 6 44 inches ia tbe preceding; year, and an average cf 6,69 inches 
for the BeventcieD years. The snowfall was heavier Ihtin in 1897, but lighter than the 
averse for 1882.98. It is iotereatin^ to note, however, that this decrease ia mainly due 
to the remarkably light snowfall in March, when only one inch descended. On the olher 
band, February was the only month failing to show an increase in the rainfall compared 
with the average of the seventeen years. The total precipitation of both rain and snow 
for tbe months named in the table vas equa! to 10 26 inches of rain in 1898, while the 
average for the aeventeen years was e<juai to 7,31 inches of rain.

Three of the months show an increased rainfall compared with their respective 
figures for the seventeen years period, and ihree fall below tbeir oivn record. The most 
noticeable feature of the table is tbe low figures given for July, when the raiufall reached 
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onlj 1.11 inches, compared with 2,55 inches for the Beventeen years. In some looalities' 
owing to the anevennesa of diatribotion, practically no rain fell during July. Next to 
July, the month of April had the least rainfall — as, indeed, it generally has the least of

the general average for the month of 2 44. Dniing the three months, Auguat-October, 
the precipitation amotinted to 10.20 inches, over two and a half inches more than the 
average. The figares for the ten months, from January to October, show that the rain- 
fall has been upwards of one inch greater than the average precipitation. The maximum 
temperatnie reached in August was exception all}^ high, close apon 100° being recorded at 
several stations. Drouth prevailed in some connties, the rainfall in others being above 
the average. The early part of September was also exceedingly warm, 100° being recorded 
at Stony Greek and Fort Hope. The frosts occnring at a later period of the month 
occasioned but little damage. The month of October was mild and clondy, wilb an 
unQBUally heavy rainfall, and snow at some stations abont the 2Tth. The pasture 
remained good until the end of the month. Frosts were but light. The first general 
frost took place on the 16th of October, though numerous northern or exposed localities 
were visited at earlier dat«B in the month, especially on the 6th and 7th. Some of the 
more soathern stations did not experience any frost until dates varying from the 27th 
to the 30th. Singularly enough, Gravenhnrat, Muskoka, was untouched until the 27th. 
The earliest snowfall was at Sudbury on the 13tb of October, followed by heavy snow ai: 
points in Ifipissing, Muekoka and Parry Sound on the 14th, and a more general precipi- 
tation on the 27th, the volameof whioh, however, was bnt small. The first considerable 
fall of a general character was the storm of the lObb and 11th November, the precipita- 
tion of which varied from two inches in London and seven in Toronto to eleven in 
Millbrook.

, more than in 1897. There are still over seven million acres of woodland, and over three 

million acres of swamp or waste land in organized townshipa of the Province, althongh in 

both these items there has been a decrease in acreage compared with the previous year. 

The percentage of cleared land is now 55.5, which is .5 more than in 1S97.

FALL WHEAT. 

The 1897 November balletin had th? following regarding the new fall wheat ■' 
f- Preparations were made early in the season for a greatly increased acreage ot fall wheat 
fbnt the dronth prevailing at send time upset many calcniations, seeding in some caaes 
F being delayed until too late. Reports, however, would indicate that an inoreaaed area 
E'has been sown to fall wheat in the western haJf of the Province, where the balk of the 
Rffrop 18 raised, and that the nsnal acreage will be grown farther east. Reports vary as 
mto the present condition of the crop, as seeding took place dnring a period extending 
I from the latter part ot Augnst to the middle of October, Where sown on fallowed or 
Pmrly plowed land the crop is spoken of as in excellent condition, while that pat in on 
tpea gronnd almost invariably found an inhospitable bed. Only three correspondents 
ripeak of Hessian Fly, while many positively claim entire exemption from all insect pests 
|(for the growing orop of fall wheat. Forty-five favorite varieties are named. Dawson's 
jGolden Obafi and Clawaon are away in the lead, Manchester, Geneasee Giant, Democrat, 
FSnrprise and Michigan Amber come next, and the remainder are scattering. 
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The following leference to Fall wheat was contained in the May balletin ; " Novem- 
ber reports led to the conclnsiob that the area of fall wheat had been increaaed, eepecially 
in the western part of the Province, and that there would have been still more but for 
the delay caused to seeding by the drouth of September and the latter part of August. 
RepoTts from correspondents just to hand are to the efiect that in mosC cases the crop 
came out in the spring in about the same condition as it entered the winter. There was 
some mention of a little heaving, of smothering, and of slight injury from frost, bnt 
these were exceptional. Little harm appears to have been done by insects, wire-worms 
being reported in a few cases. The first two weeks of April were far from favorable for 
the crop, and although rains later helped the plant it is hardly in as forward a condition 
as usual. Where sown early on summer fallow, fall wheat has never been more promis- 
ing, bnt many fields were hastily prepared owing to the rise in the price of wheat, and 
this, with the drouth prevailing at the time of seeding, gives the fields a patchy and weak 
look in many quarters. In several of the western and central counties some plowing up 
has been done, hut not to any considerable extent. The present aoreage of the orop, 
therefore, may be set down as quite up to the average, and the average condition in the 
first week of May as fair. The outcome of the crop of course depends upon the weather 
of the next six weeks." 

The August reports were thus summarized : " The crop of fall wheat is one of the 
best ever harvested in the Province. Both east and west the yields have been large, an 
occasional low yield being more than balanced by a heavy return close by. The crop was 
cat early, and was harvested in a good condition generally, although a few correspondents 
complain of ' lodging ' owing to the heavy straw, and of ' shelling.' The grain is 
described ae being plump, and in many cases goes considernhly over standard weight, 
Occasional reports of rust were received, but tittle complaint was made regarding insects 
except in the case of the mids;e, which was injurious in Welland, Haldtmand and lincolu, 
particularly in the last named county." 

The November bulletin said : " The favorable accounts in the returns given in 
Angust have been verified by the reports just to hand. Poor yields were exceptional, 
and large yields were common. The plumpness of the grain is frequently alluded to, in 
many cases the weight going over the standard, and as high sometimes as sixty-three or 
sixty-four pounds to the bushel. Here and there only did correspondents complain of 
mst, midge, or other injury lo the crop. The yield is twenty-four bushels per acre, giving 
the large total yield of 25,158,713 bushels."

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The yield per &cre for the Province ia 1898 is 2i bnahela, or 3.5 bnshela more than 
the average for the seventeen ytAVB, although falling short by 1.2 bushels of the average 
ftff 1897. The increase in the arfa, however, brings the total yield for the year op to 
35,168,713 baahelfl, or 1,170,()62 buehels more than id the preceding year. The large 
total yield of the West Midland group, however, and the splendid average yield of 26 
bashda per acre returned for the Georgian Bay district, are interesting features of the 
table, although the remarkable yield of the West Midhtud gronp in the preceding year is 
not equalled by either. 



SPEING WHEAT. 

The outlook for tbe crop waa thus described in the bnlletin issued in August: "Many 
oorrBspondenta in the eastern portion of the Province report a considerable increase in 
the acreage devoted to spring wheat. This crop, like other ceteals, ripened early owing 
to the hot weather, which in some neighborhoods prevented the heads from filliug well. 
The yield as a whole, however, will be considerably above the average, especially in eastern 
Ontario, where a number of correspondents speak of the crop as the best for many years. 
The main drawbacks eKperienced have been frost and drouth, and some alight injury 
from rust and midge is also reported." 

Tb© November bulletin thus referred to the crop : " The acreage of spring wheat is 
only a little over one-third ot that of fall wheat. The crop has 'been over an average in 
vield, and the quality is also good. A large amount of Goose wheat has been grown, 
I The yield is a little larger than our August estimate, being 17.7 buBhels per acre."

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The average yield of spring wheat for the Province ia 17.7 bushels per acre, being 
2.4 bushels more than that of the seventeen years, and 2.6 more than the average yield 
of 1897. This, with the increased acreage, makes the total yield for the Province 6,873,- 
785 bushels, or over two million bushels more than in the preceding year. The largest 
areas of spring wheat are found in the Lake Ontario and St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
counties, and the latter group this year has the high average yield of 30.4 bushels per 
acre. The Lake Erie district has the smallest acreage and the lowest average yield for 
the year. 
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BARLEY. 

The August bulletin said of barley : "The crop is generally good, and with a few 
exceptions the grain is bright and in fine condition, thongh in some places light in weight 
pwing to the heat and lack of moisture, The froet in July also inflicted Bome damage on 
the crop. Slight losses from smnt and rust have been observed, but there appears to 
have been a marked exemption from the ravages of destrnctive insects." 

The crop was thus described in the November bulletin : " Only the low prices pre- 
vailing prevented barley from being one of the most satisfactory crops of the season 
The yield per acre generally has been large, and a better sample of grain as to weight 
and color has seldom been raised. The yield is 28,9 bushel.s per acre, somewhat larger 
than was estimated before the crop was harvested."

There is a d«crease in the acreage of barley compared with both the preceding year 
and the average for the seventeen years. The large average yield of 2^ 9 bnshels per 
acre, however, enables the total yield of the Province to exceed that of 1897 by 641,889 
hnshels. The Lake Ontario group continues to lead in the area given to barley. In the 
Lake Huron diatrict the average yield per acre was 31 bushels. 



OATS,

The following was contained in the August bnlletiu : "There will be about an average 
yield of oats ae regards quantity, the crop, which promised splendidly during the earlier 
part of the season, having suffered considerably from the late frosts, and to a still greater 
degree from the hot, dry weather, which caused premature ripening. The straw is con- 
seqnently short, and the grain apt to be light. The yield is better in the extreme eastern 
counties, both in quantity and quality, than elsewhere. In a number of localities injuries 
from rust and the attacks of graBshoppers are mentioned, bat smut seems to have almost 
entirely disappeared, being mentioned by only one correspondent." 

The November bulletin said of oats : " This crop appears to be a fair one, in many 
oases going over the yield per measured bushel, although complaints are made in various 
sections as to the grain being rather light in weight, on account of quick ripening. A 
few correspondents complained of rust, and grasshoppers did considerable injury in some 
of the Lahe Erie counties. ' The crop has turned ont two bushels per acre better than 
was estimated before harvest, bringing the yield np to the eKtraordinary total of 86,858,- 
"3 bushels."

The acreage of oata esceeda that cf any of the other field crops excepting hay (which 
it exceeded in the preceding y^ar), bnt it has fallen off considerably compared with 1897. 
The average yield of 36,6 buaheie per acre for the Province, however, — which is 1.1 
bushel above that of the preceding year, and 2.1 more than the &v< rage for the Beventeen 
years— makes the total yield 540,165 bushels more than in 1697. The West Midland 
appears to be the banner district for both acreage and yield of oats, judging by the three 
recordB given in the table. 



RYE. 

The greater part of this crop is fed green, to supplement poeture, and the results this 
son have been satisfsctoiy. The August bulletin said that where grown for the grain 
. the yield per acre would be slightly above the average, except in the Lake Ontario 
oonnties, in sonie of which there was a small yield. 

Correspondents had but little to say regarding this crop in their November reports 
' "What little rye was grown for grain turned out well. In fact the too rank growth of the 
crop seems to have been the chief caase for complaint.

The yield per acre for the Province is an average ooe, although Jess ihan that of the 
pTecediug year by 1.8 bushels. Thla, with the decrease iii the area, makes the falling oft 
in the total yield 708,771 bushela compared with 1897. The fiitarea given for yield, 
however, aie more or leas conventional, as mnch of the rye raised in the Province is i;rown 
for green feed. 
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PEAS. 

According to the August reports the yield of peas varied greatly, even in the same 
cotinty or tovruship, The crop got a good start, but the contiaued drouth checked the 
Krowtb, and caneed the vines to ripen too early. The frost of Jnly 10th also did consider- 
able injury to this crop. The straw though abort was bright, and will make good fodder. 
The " bug " was frequently complained of in the Lake Erie district, but further east it did 
sot appear to give mach trouble. The yield per acre for the Province fell short of the 
average, and ran all the way from ten to thirty bushels to the acre, 

The November returns were not favorable concerning peas, as will be seen from the 
following summary given in the bnlletin : " This appears to have been the most unfortu- 
nate of the grain crops. The drouth of the early part of the fummer, and a frost abont 
the 10th of July, told upon the growth, and the 'bug ' made it« appearance in nearly 
every section of the Province. Some of those reporting are inclined to take a discouraging 
view of the outlook for pea growing owing to this pest. A few correspondents spnak of a 
good crop, but many report the opposite. The crop continued to drop in yield, so that the 
final statement gives 13,521,263 bushels, somenbat under the previous year, and 15,6 
bushels per acre, as compared with 19.6 bnshela per acre, the average for the period."

There haa been a slight falling oS in the total acreage, but the amall average yield 
p»er acre has brought the total yield for the Province down to 2,373,645 bushela com- 
pared with 3,464,186 in 1897. Not one district in 1898 equalled the average yield of 
the Province for the seventeen yeara. Uver one half of the buckwheat 'aiBed in Ontario 
ia grown in the Lake Ontario and tbe St. Lawrence and Ottawa districts. 



BEANS. 

Judging by the remarka of correspondents, beans do not appear to be increasing in 
popularity as a field crop. The August bulletin said that the crop was more or less 
aSe^ted by drouth and froat, but despite theae drawbacks it would be a little above the 
average for yield. 
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The November bnlletin bad the foliowing to aay : " OorreBpondentB are far from 
anuiiinouB regarding this crop. However, it appears to have turned oat beat in the Lake 
Erie countieB, where tbe bulk of the crop is grown. FroBt and drooth were tbe chief 
drawbacks,"

There ia also a 
I decrease in the total acreage of beana, the reaalt being that the total yield for the Province 
[ is 759,657 bushels, or 221,683 bushels leas than in 1897. Tbe Lake Erie group «rowa 
I abont three-fourths of the beans of the Province. 



FIELD ROOTS. 

The following opinion was expressed in the Augost balletin regarding roots ; "The 
f large majority of reports as to the root crops are encouraging, the only drawback being 
f the excessive and long- continued drouth which baa retarded development in many 
1 looalities. With a due amount of moisture during the remainder of the season there will 
t he a good yield, bnt otherwise the crop will be a light one. Little injury has been done 
r by insects, except that two or three correspondents reler to the ravages of grasshoppers 
t In Mnskoka and Manitoolin." 

FoTATORB, The August bulletin contained the following : " The potato crop will be 
L wmsiderably below tbe average in moat localities owing to tbe late froata in June and 
I July, which were very deatructive in the Northern Districta and aome low-lying lands 
elsewhere, and the more recent drouth, the effects of which have been generally felt 
I throughout the Province, A good yield is anticipated in the 6t. Lawrence counties, 
I where the conditions have been more favorable, and timely laina may bring some improve- 
i ment in the case of late-planted crops. The ravages of the beetle are noted by some 
I correspondents as an additional cause of the ahortage, and blight haa appeared in a few 
I section a," 

Potatoes were tbua referred to in the November bulletin : " The potato crop 
t IB light throughout the Province, owing to the effects of tbe late frosts and tbe protracted 
t drouth.

The number of acres of carrots grown in the Froviace has been increased by 393, 
t the acreage is still very small compared with that of the other field crops. The yield 
r acre for 1898 is 347 bnahels, which is 22 boshels lees than in the previous year and 
i bushels below the average for the seventeen years. The srop appears to be increasing 
'a popal&rity in the St. Lawrence and Ottawa district, and the reverse in the West Mid- 
rad gioap, 

Tdbnipb, The November bnlletin said ; " There has been a fab average yield of 
I tnrnips, the crop thtiviag better as a rule in the western rather than the eastern districts. 
L'Many correspondents note the ravages of the green aphis, which seems to be especially 
Idestrnctive to the Swede turnip, though the drouth was the principal drawback. The 
■ .lecent wet weather has caused rot in some neighbourhoods. The crop has been secured 
Pexoept in a few places,"

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The field per acre for the year ia 427 bnahels, which ia one bushel more thxa th^ 
ftverftge for the seventeen years, but 30 buahela lo*er than the average for 1897. Thi» 
makes the total yield of the Province, not withstanding an increased area, to fall 3,569,^ 
266 bushels below that of the preceding year. The largest acreage oE tamipa ia found in 
the West Midland group, which is well known as the leading beef -raising district. 

Sugar Bests. The November bnlletin, in referrbg to aagar beets, said that th^ 
ciop was a very limited one, being grown in comparatively few localities. " The reporW 
which mention the sugar beet are on the whole favorable, the crop being a fair one, though 
in some parta the beets run small. It ia now practically all housed." 



HAY AND CLOVER. 

The proapecte for clover^ aa correspondents wrote in May, were most favorable. Soma 
heaving by frost — occurring chiefly in the early part of April — was reported in neatly 
every district, but not to bo great an extent as to be considered serious; while, on tho 
other hand, many reports described clover as looking splendid, especially in the os 
new fields, ileports from the St. Lawrence and Ottawa counties were particularly good, 
Alslke did not stand the winter as well as red clover. 

The August bulletin remarked : " Correspondents are almost uaanimone in fav«^ 
able comments regarding this crop. While old meadows did not do so well, newly so< 
fields have large yields. Three tons to the acre are frequently reported, and tour and fivf 
tona per acre are also mentioned. The yield will be abont one-third above the average, 
Many farmers cannot find room in their bams for the surplus crop, tn addition to Uk 
generous yield the crop generally has been saved in first-cletss condition, several corro^ 
pondents claiming that in this respect it is the best for many years. Gutting was earli^ 
than nsnal. Alsike did not do so well as red elovec or timothy, and there will be h 
remarkable scarcity of seed in the case of this variety." 

Clovbii 8bed. The November balletin s%id of clover seed : "Owing the midsum' 
mer drouth the crop of red clover seed, especially in the counties west of the St. Lav 
renoe, was very light, the midge in the Lake Erie, West Midland and Lake Ontario grouiM 
also helping to injure the crop. AJaike, on the other hand, was well spoken of in thi 
west. In the eastern counties, however, red clover was the better crop of the two, alsiln 
in some cases being a failure. Briefly stated, the olovei seed crop in general is not 
the average."

Rye and turnips reach exactly 100 for the Province, and pean, buckwheat, beanB, ' 
potatoeH and carrots are under that figure, while the other six crops go ovet 100. fall 
wheat, Bpring wheat, barley and hay ehow three ligareB in every district, but none of the 
groups aie up to or over the standard yield for every crop.

FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES. 

Under date of May 2nd i-eports were seni in regarding vegetation, and these return 
were anmmarized as follows : " Correspondents diSer greatly in their opiniona as to th« 
condition of vegetation, some considering growth as being well advanced for the time a 
year, and fnlly as many others regarding the season as being rather backward. 
sections there was a fair bite for cattle at the Beginning of May, and fruit trees wer 
Doming nicely into bloom with promise of an abundant yield, although the tent caterpillars 
was appearing in large numbers, and a green aphis was attacking the bads in somsfl 
districts. In the eastern part of the Province the season was relatively more advanced^ 
than in the west." 

The bulletin published in August thus dealt with the question of fruit growing tl 
" The apple harvest will be a light one this season, the yield in most cases being con->f 
siderably below the average. This is attributable, among other causes, to heavy rais J 
storms occnring while the trees were in bloom, which interfered with fertilization, and ti 
the prevalence in many neighborhoods of the tent caterpillar and other destructive inseota-n 
which have wrought much damage where spraying has been neglected. Much of th«| 
fruit is smaU and hard owing to the drouth. Winter apples will be particuUrly scaras.fl 
Plums, while yielding fairly in some parts, have sustained a good deal of injury ii 
places from the attacks of the cnrcnlio, and the yield as a whole will be below the a 
Peaches, as a rule, have done bat poorly, and the crop will be small. Pears have beeaj 
the most enccessful of the larger fruits, and are likely to be abundant. There was i 
good yield of cherries, although some losses from black knot are noted. Grapes will alsOkl 
he plentiful. The drouth proved injurious to small fruits, which promised a 
yield. Strawberries yielded fairly, but raspberries were small and dry." 

The November bulletin contained the following : " Fruit trees and vim 
generally healthy and thriving condition, the priucipol causes of injury noted bein^ 
storms, blieht and, in the cases of plums and cherries, black knot. There were manyfl 
causes which adversely affected the fruit crop. The drouth and frost inflicted c 
able injury during the earlier stages of its development, and much loss has also beeft.! 
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caused by inieot pesta. The apple crop in partisnlar suffered mnoli from worma, mnch of 
the fmit being affected in uasprayed orchards. The teat caterpillar also did injury. 
Several correspondents note the fact that where spraying was property attended to these 
peats irere kept in check, and good crops of frnit secured. Notwithstanding all dis- 
advEUktages the retarns from all over the Province, with the exception of a few northerly 
oontities, show that the sapply of fruit, more especially of apples, was considerably more 
than aafficient for home consumption, very large shipments having been made to England 
and the United States from the western fruit growing section. Pears, peaches, plums 
and small fruits were also shipped from many localities. There was great variation as 
to qnality, much of the yield being spoken of as inferior."

The Angnat bulletin, had the following; " The conntiea of Ebbbx and Kent have 
been experiencing a, boom this year in the growing of tobacco. A large area haa been 
given to thie crop, and although the early part of the season was too dry for best resalte 
the plants in many coses are quite promising. While many of the growers are practically 
without experience, the general opinion appears to be that the crop wilt be a fairly snc- 
oeasfol one in that particular section. Graashoppers and the "worms" of the sphinx 
moth are reported to have done injury to the plants. Correspondents also report tobacco 
as being grown in the counties of Frescott, Lanark, York, and Lennox and Addington, 
and on St. Joseph Island, and other sections are also becoming intereated in the crop." 

November reports were to the following effect: "This crop has turned oat well. 
The season for setting oat plants was rather dry, but the general growth waa good, and k 
targe quantity of leaf was obtained. A little late planted was caught by frost, but the 
hulk of the crop escaped. Correspondents speak favorably of the curing. The ' worm ' 
was the worst enemy of the crop."

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FARM SUPPLIES IN THE SPKIWG. 



In Bumming up the reports jnrt received the May bulletin said ; " There appeara to 
be a anrplus of hay ia nearly every section of the Province, but more especially in the 
west. Much of the crop is not of good qnality, although, of coarse, there is a fair amount 
of first class bay yet lo be had. Owing to the large <jnantity available for sale prices 
were low all winter. Beports regarding oats vary, for while many claim that there is a 
scarcity, others hold that there is still a good supply left. Oats were fed more freely 
than usual during the winter, and during the last few months a large quantity was 
marketed, consequently there was hardly as mnch as usual in the hands of farmers at the 
beginning of May, ' Collar wheat ' created an active market, and during the last month 
an immense quantity has changed hands. It looks as if nearly all the crop has been dis- 
posed of in some quarters, although farmers are occasionally spoken of as having from fifty 
to a few hundred bushels of wheat ready for a further rise in price. Stoie cattle are 
said to be scarcer than usual, bat in some places ' equal to the demand.' Complaints 
are made of the low price for beef, especially when offered for fat animals, and many of 
this cIbes of cattle are being kept for better figure in some of the western countieF, and 
consequently there ate rather mote in the bauds of farmers than are desired i bat in the 
eastern counties fat cattle are scarce," 




PALL PLOWING. 

"The progieBB made in. fall plowing tip to the first week of MoTember" said the bulletin 
' isBued in that month, " has been highly Batisfactory and in advance of moat seasong, The 
aoil in moBt places dnring the earlier part of the fall was too dry to be favorable for plow- 
ing, but the late heavy rains have brought it into splendid condition, and where farmers 
have not betn too bnsy with harvesting or other departments of farm work reqairing 
immediate attention tbey have taken advantage of the oppnrbunity, and ia many qaarters 
the fait plowing ia already finished or nearly so. In some parts, more particularly in the 
eastern section, the work has been considerably retarded by the lainfa!) which has rendered 
-low-lying lands nnworkable. The indications are that the area ploved will be greater 
tf^than QBual," 

THRESHING AND MARKETING. 

The November bulletin said: "Threshing was undertaken earlier than uaaal this 
treason, and in most coses is already finished, very little remaining to be done. Market- 
King has been slow in most sections, eis, on account of low prices for wheat there is a dis- 
F|foudon among farmers to hold for a rise — few selling except when compelled to do ao. 
■'The great balk of the coarse grains is fed to stock, the growers as a rule finding it more 
profitable to dispose of them in this form, but the snrplus of oats, peas and barley are find- 
ing a ready sale at good prices. The figures odered by buyers in some localities are 
K.Vtimulating sales." 

FARM IMPROVEMENTS. 

November reports were to the following effect : " Good progress has been made in 
linnderdraining, especially in the western sections of the Province. There is an adequate 
■apply in nearly all localities, excepting in some of the eastern counties where open drain. 
Ing is the rule— and few complain as to the scarcity of skilled labor. Tile draining 
Imachines are very little is use, and the general opinion is against them on the ground 
lihat they cannot be operated saccessfully except where the soil is free from stones. The 
tpast season has witnessed substantial advancement in fencing and the quality of (arni 
I'baildings, the most noteworthy features being the substitution of wire or straight rails 
I for the old style snake fences, and the adaption of stone basements with cement doors for 
["barns. There is a general disposition to discontinue the use of barbed wire in favor of 
wire fencing,"

A number 
of large frame barna have been erected, and a few houses. 

Waterloo, Waterloo : Not much building has been done thia year, excepting that a Few bama have 
bean rebuilt and others changed inside. Straigbc fencea are fait taking' the place of the old worm fences. 
Some are using the old rails, while others prefer wire, 

liarafraxa E.. Dnlferin : The old snake fence is rapidly disappearing. Bams are tieing put Up in the 
beat style, with modern improvements — with bank hams. 

(Jlanford, Wentworth ; Eemodelling and enlarging frame barns, with the addition of baaement atablea, 
ia steadily progressing. Hedgea and wire fenoing are gradually supplanting the old worm fence, 

Eaqueaing, Halton : Quite an improvement haa taken place in tha matter of fencing-. Wire fences 
have been largely put up, and quite a number of new barns have been erected with stone walla under them. 

ChinguaoouBy, Peel ; A lot of wire fencing has been done thia year, and a number of new bank bams 
have been ereoleil.

Percy, Northumberland ; At the present time there ia every sign of a vast improvement and of pros- 
perity in the farming industry. The land is better worked than ever before, and xCuck are also better 
cared for than in past years. Farmers are becoming awakened to the fact that in the psiit the land haa 
only been half worked. 

Sophiasburg, Prince Edward : Millet is grown in some quarters and ia very much liked for improve- 
ment in milk prodnction. It is also good for feeding horees while plowing. Most of the hop yards have 
been plowed np. 

Hawkesbnry E, , Presootb : Hops were cultivated some years ago by many farmers but now few of them 
continue to do ao. It eeems that there is no profit in it. 

Oagoode. Carleton ; Some farmers grow millet to a considerable extent for feed. Flai ia grown by a 
majority of farmers for home coosnmption, for the purpose of feeding calves. People are raising more 
calves thia year than usual as there ia a good demand for good cattle and balli which are shipped to buffalo, 
N.'X. I think it ie a mistake to do ao, for it would be better for tbe farmer to fatten them at home. Dairy- 
ing and hog raising are the staple industries of this section, 

BIdon, Victoria : As indicating the prosperity of the farmers of thia townihip I may eay that during 
the past season several comfortable farm dwellings have been erected, most of them of solid brick ; also 
several large bams with atone stabling underneath.

LIVE STOOK. 

The followinp is from the May bnlletin : " The mejority of the reports concerning 
I live stock are of a moat aatisfactory character. Horaea aB a. rule are in fine condition, 
["altbongh ca8ea of distemper occnrred here and there. Oattle are alao reported to be in 
T good health, but looking thinner than the abundance of fodder would warrant. Lnmpy 
reported in one or two places, but not to aerioue extent. Sheep came through 
J' the winter in capital shape, and lamba are maay and strong. A few casea of hog cholera 
f occurred in some western Bectiona, bnt the diaeaae was quickly stamped out. With this 
I exception swine are described aa being in fine condition. Hoga are cow chiefly sold when 
gfrom 120 to lt*0 pounds. The supply of fodder was plentiful, and there is an 
[ 'abundance of straw," 

Auaust reports were to the following effect : " Pasturage was excellent during the 

f spring and early aumuier. and the yield of hay was large, but the recent dry, parching 

weather haa been severely felt, many farmers being compelled to feed hay to their stock. 

I The condition of live atock generally ia good, thott!;h they are inclined to be thin in 

I localities where the pasture ia exhaaated. There is very little aerious disease among 

f cattle. The attacks of the horn fly are mentioned by only two or three correspondents, 

and some herda in the county of Grey are affected with inflammation of the eyes, some* 

times resulting in blindness. The prospects for fall and winter are highly encouraging, 

as there are ample supplies to winter the stock." 

The November bulletin bad the following concerning pastures and live stock : 

" Kearly all reports agree as to the general excellence of the pasturage since the heavy 

fall rains, though in a few cases it is reported as scanty owing to the effects of the drouth. 

Live stock as a rule are in good condition and almost universally healthy, very little 

'. mention being made of even the milder forms of ailment. A few cases of hog cholera 

' - ' as having occurred in Welland. But little stall feeding has yet been done in 

: any section, as owing to the prevalent high prices a very large number of store cattle as 
' well as sheep and lambs have been sold ofi' the pasture, and the stock on hand is pretty 
well depleted in most neighborhoods. Oonseqnently there will be comparatively little 
fattening done during the winler. The most noteworthy development in the stock- 
raising department is the very great increase in the number of hogs raised in nearly alt 
parts of the Province, which are being got ready for the market in great numbers. 
Many farmers consider it more profitable to aell them unfattened at present low prices. 
I The supply of fodder will be ample in alt parts — especially hay and com— while roots 
I will be scarce in some localities. There is great difference of opinion among correspon- 
' dents as to the silo, the pr>pularity of which appears to depend largely upon the depart- 
ment of the stock-raiaing industry in connection with which it is used. In the counliea 
where oattle are raised mainly for beef it is alleged to be losing ground, while in the 
dairying counties, such as Oxford, Leeds and GrenviUc, its uae is greatly on the increaae. 
The almost universal crop for silo purposes is corn — many varieties being mentioned, 
inolading common com, f^oathern Sweet, Mammoth Dent, Mammoth Ouban, and 
' Compton's Early — grown in driUs and cnt when the com begins togldu^. In the western 
a the ensilage corn crop was secured in good condition, but many reports from the 
; eastern counties note a poor ciop. Many farmers grow ensilage corn to uae as stover or , 
dry feed."

The Augaxt bulletin said : " The general lack of fresh pasture haa reBolted in a 
larked temporary falling off in the flow of milk, and a consequent Blackening in dairy 
wrations. Recent rains bare already in some neiehborhoods reetored the fertility of 
le pastures." 

fovember reports were more favorable, as will be seen from the foliowiog which 
ppeaied in the bulletin issued in that month: "The dairying indastty has been fairly 
rosperons, no [withstanding the drawback of low prices for cheese, one resnlt of which is 
it more attention is being paid in most localities to butter- making, which many of our 
vrespondents regard as more profitable. Better prices were as a rule obtained for batter 
ban last season, and there appears to be a steady improvement in quality and a tendenoy 
nrards combining the two branches of dairying by carrying on butter-making daring the 
inter in cheese factories. One reason why many farmers now accord a preference to 
atter is that it offers the obvious advantage, as compared with cheese mannfftcture, of 
kving them a supply of skim-milk available for young stock. - Much divergence of 
linion prevails as to the best breeds of milch cowe. The Durham strain is by far the 
lost popular as an ' all round ' breed, and western farmers who combine dairying with 
tock -raising for the market very generally give the Shorthorn the preference. In the 
tirying counties of the eastern section, however, where the beef-making qualities of cattle 
less regarded, the Ayrshire has the first place, tbe Durham grades coming nest in 
r, while Holsteina and Jerseys are more numerous than in the west."

Notwitfastanding the closing op of a namber of factories thore was a net increase in 
1898 of 26. There waa a decrease, however, in the make of cheese of over 9 million 
pounds from the f;reat output of 1897. bat the season of 1898 Ipads 1895, the next highest 
year, by nearly 19 million pounds. The average price of cheese, too, dropped over h>ilf a 
cent per pound, so that the patrona received but $8,4.17,535 as compared with §9,709,004 
in 1897, This is equivalent to 61,2 cents per 100 pounds of milk, or 4 cents below the 
average of five years.

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LABOR AND WAGES. 



The tenor of the August retumB was thus expressed in the bulletin then pablished : 
■' The supply of farm labor as a rale has been taUj adequate to the demand, the com- 
plaints of scarcity in a few localities being inevitable in any condition of the labor mar- 
ket when ths temporary oature of harvest work is considered. The tendency to dispenBe 
with labor oQtside of the farmers' family by the increased use of machinery continues, and 
as less help is needed on the farm the supply adjusts itself to the diminishing require- 
ments. There is a very wide range of difforence noticeable in the wagea paid for farm 
labor. Through the greater part of the Province the wagea of harvest bands run from 
76 cents to $1.35 or $1.50 par day, with bo»d, Monthly wages vary from 312 to $2h 
with board, the larger amounts being where engagements are limited to a month or two in 
the harvest season. In some eastern localities men are obtainable by the day for from 50 
to 75 cents and board, or $1 without. Taking the Province throughout, $1 or $1.26, with 
hoard, would probably be a fair average for harvest hands engaged by the day, and $15 
per month for engagements for the reason." 

The November bnlletin contained the following : " Farm labor has been fully equal 
to the demand during the greater part of the season, but in a few neighborhoods there was 
a scarcity during the harvest season. The demand is decreasing owing to the more 
universal employment of sgricultnral machinery, which enables many farmers to dispense 
with help outside of their own families. The great majority of correspondents see no 
reason to anticipate any change in the rate of wages, but moat of those who take a differ- 
ent view look for an increase rather than a fall, on the ground that times are improving, 
and that many young men have gone to the North-west or foand employment in railway 
or canal construction. The complaint that female domestic labor is scarce, and in some 
oases practically unobtainable, is well nigh universal— ~ the cause assigned being the pre- 
ference of country-bred girls for employment in the cities and towns, where the wages are 
higher and the work not so hard. Various remedies are suggested, prominent among 
these being the encouragement of immigration, but nearly all who touch on this phase of 
the subject oppose the importation of juvenile street waifs." 

The rates of wagea paid farm laborers is given in the following table by the 
year and by the month, with and without board, by county groups and for the Province, 
in 1897 and 1898, together with the average for the seventeen years 1883-08 ; also the 
monthly wages of domestic servants on the farm :
